The Ke of the Zouaves. 

Lospon, A’. 16.—The following letter 
from Gen. Proer, commanding the Zouaves 
Of Marshal Meshon's corps, tells a story of 
demolition of tse fine soldiers: 

Savernt, Au@®.—Let us thank God, who 
has preserved d from the most terrible of 
dangers it is tl soldiers fate te encounter. 
Itis a miracl€ am still alive without’s 
scratch, but myheart is broken and I am 
overwhelmed wh grief at the fate of my 
poor officers—mi poor soldiers. I dare not 
tell you how nny f have lost; it would 
grieve you too ath. Later I shall kuow the 
names of those M Knew and loved but will 
never see again. he gallant fellows fought 
like lions and hens. Out of sixty-five offi- 
cers forty-seven ert killed, wounded, and 
missing. At sevetin the morning they were 
full of Ute and aiur—now they are killed. 
At three o’clock the evening my unfor- 
tenate Lietenant olonel, Dr. Shorborties, 
was wounded at m side. A bullet entered 
bis abdomen, whichyas discharged but a few 
yards distance. ke was able to squeeze 
my hand as he wi carried off the field, 
but he has probabl. med before this. Ina 
Prussian ambulance wo chiefs of battallious 
were shot dead aud a. bird is either dead ora 
prisoner. Saint Sangeux Was wounded badly 
aud there are but litte hopes for his recovery.

There 
was a pouring rein, in which we bad to stand 
without tents or fire, or lie down in the mud, 
@uring the previous day. We bad marched 70 
kilometres from the battlefield to Saverne. 
Tbe last 80 Kilometres we got over during the 
night, pen mell, without stopping ersiceping.

Meanwhile the 
French General, L’ Admiranit, endeavored to 
flank the First Corps, and was attacked by the 
reserves, which advanced, with drums beat- 
ing, under Gen. Manteufel. The enemy was 
splendidly repulsed and driven into 
the fortress. Many were captured. Our 
troops advanced to Belle Croix and Borney, 
within range of the forts. This morning the 
King made a reconnoissance on the feld of 
battle, visiting the advanee posts to ensure 
the transportation of the wounded French and 
Prussians alike to a point above Konke, on 
the right of the Moselle. From this point 
the enemy was invisiple in the clouds of dust. 
We infer, therefore, that the main body had 
been defeated. 

BERLIN, Aug. 16.—The following additional

Prussian army corps vigorously attacked 
the French forees under the walls of Metz, 
A sanguinary conflict ensued, The French 
at length were driven within the city, with a 
loss of 4,000 men. On the same day a grand 
reconnoissanee, under King William in per- 
son, mamtsined itself some hours without 
any effort on the partof the French to dis- 
lodge it. This fact shows the utter demoral- 
ization of the French. 

Beriis, August 15.—Further particulars of 
the great battle at Metz yesterday, have been 
received, The battle was fought at the village 
of Piguy, near Metz, and raged fiercely for six 


tion numbered 60,000 men, under command of 
General Steinmetz. The French army was 
commanded by Marshal Bas une; the number 
of troops engaged under him has not been as- 
certained. The fire from the French infantry 
and artillery was terrific, but the Prussian 
line did not waver for. an lestant, but followed 
up every advantage under & perfect hail ot 
shot and shell from the enemy. Finally, 
after a hard-fought and bloody strag- 
gle, the Prussians succeded in break- 
fog the French lines, when à general 
panic seized the French ranks, and the 
*roops under Bazaine were driven in creat 
Cwufusion into Metz, while one corps refroat- 
ed pon Verdun. The troops under Geverals 
Aemalt and Weicar were engaged in the 
action. The loss upon either side has not 
yet beeu ascertained, but it is thought it wiil 
exceed tat of Woerth.

The Times says the French army has re- 
ceived the finishing stroke at Metz. A decis- 
ive battle will be fought at Chalons, after 
which comes English intervention. 

Correspondents of the various London 

papers confirm the reports previously pub- 
lished that the French army entered the last 
conflict in a starving condition, 
A special to the Herald of London, August 
17th, says the French army of the Rhine has 
received a compe de grace near Metz, and is 
now in disastrous retreat towards Verdu in a 
shaitered condition. The soldiers individually 
are desperate at the weompetency of the 
Generals. The Emperor, it is believed, is yet 
the actual commander of the army. 

Reports of disturbances in Pans have un- 
settled the Garde Mobile, one-half of whom 
would break away and return in case of a rev- 
olution, The regular army ie still trus to the 
Emperor, but nobody else. The advance ol 
Prussians beyond Metz is known, but a great 
foree will rematu there. 

The same correspondent writes Monday, 
that the Pont a’Moussen affair was serious, 
Six or seven trains were started from Chalous 
for Metz in rapid tuccession, carrying about 
7,000 soldiers, comprising 3 infantry regiments 
and some artille:y. Near Pont a’ Mousson, 
they found the railway cut, and the Prus- 
sian artillery opened on the trains, which 
moved back as rapidly as possible, but a panic 
began, and, though only two men were killed, 
mapy jumped from the train while moving 
rapidly, The trgins finally got away without 
much loss. 

Dispatches received to-day at the Prussian 
embassy in Londen confirm the Pruseian suc- 
ceases on Sur day, which bave already been 
reported, but docs not throw much light on 
subsequent events.

fixed purpose, 
without any definite motive, without any 
strong, national, patriotic sentiment mov- 
ing the heart of a man in Maine by the 
same impulse which moves the heart of 
his countryman in Missusippl, 

The Republican party cannot and never 
will give us a bond of universal fellow- 
ship; and the red-hot Bourbons, who are 
equally warhke and sectional, refuse all 
concessions which are essential to that 
spiritual union without which pretenses of 
nationality are the idlest shams. Thus two 
extremes—born of war—meet in a com- 
mon effort to avert the perfect restoration 
of peace except upon a selfish basis of their 
own, and thus, thd one supplying fuel to 
the other, the two have hitherto contrived 
each so to color the tone and temper of its 
peeuliar organization as to leave the peo- 
ple small chance of disposing of either 
short of a sacrifice too great and a process 
too intricate to be considered. 

But time has come to the aid of modera- 
tion, which is the commion interest of 
good citizens everywhere, and it is doing 
what ithe politicians if left alone Would 
neyer do. The national Democratic or- 
ganization, which is the slow and natural 
product of five years of reflection, goes to 
the country with a spirit broad enough to 
embrace every patriotic man North and 
South, with national ideas and a national 
spirit. It will bear down all opposition. 
It will first suppress its own red-hot ele-

BERLIN, August 190 — Tue Staats Anzeiger 
has the following details of General Stein- 
metz's movements: The General succeeded in 
engaging the enemy while the latter was re- 
treating from Metz in a southerly direction, 
and obliged him to pause near Aricark , where, 
approaching on the west bank of the river, 
Prince Frederick Charles overtook the 
French left on the 16th. The Prince had 
the Third Corps, which, although it had 
deen engaged at Saarbrucken and For- 
bach, instantly attacked the enemy in 
company with General Stylpuagel’s Fifth Di- 
vision, aud maintained its ground against the 
superior force for six hours, until the Hanover 
corps, with the Twenty-second and Twenty- 
fifth divisions, arrived on the scene. These 
six divisions, uuder Prince Frederick Charles, 
repulsed the Third, Foarth, Second and Sixth 
divisions of the French and the Imperial 
Guard. The Prussians took two thousand 
prisoners, two esgles and seven guns, and 
constrained the enemy to rapid movements 
from the banks of the Meuse to the fortified 
city of Metz 

Loxnon, August 20.—The fol owlog is the 
Official digpatch of King William, dated Res- 
onville, Thursday eveniog: 

„We have defeated the French, under B.- 
zaine.after a battle which lasted ten hours, 
Ther were forty thousand killed and wound- 
ed.
